To ears grown 
weary 
with too 
much criticism 
of 
legislators

tions, the remarks of Felix Frank - 
furter. professor of law at Harvard 
Jaw school, in an address to stu* 
lents of Smith college, arc soothing 
ounds In a welcome interim 
Dr. 
frankfurter's able mind has found 
i different viewpoint on -what Is 
ieecrioed with too little thoughtful- 


imia as the legislative evil. 
Contradicting 
the 
customary 
tatemont, he asserts that "no body 
if men in the United States works 
mrder than the senate, or with 
nor» intelligence.*’ 
Explaining, he 
*ya: "Bear In mind that you read 
what reaches you, and what you 
■cad la not what congm » does but 
ghat It says 
I speak of tills 
because it Is highly Important for 
irou to bear it in mind. You see, vir­ 
tue la not news. Thnt is one of the 
great handicaps under which gov­ 
ernment operates.” 
This Ut. by 
innuendo,

criticism of the use of the printed 
word In informing the country of 
congressional activities. It Is. how­ 
ever, 
a 
criticism 
which 
news­ 
papers and magazines must and do 
accept thoughtfully As thoroughly 
as their most thoughtful renders, 
they have considered the case as 
Dr. 
Frankfurter 
states 
It. 
They 
have concluded, as lie may have 
concluded that there la no remedy 
aside from the one which Is sought 
universally 
an improvement which 
will enable renders to -see between 
the lines assurance thnt the balance' 
between virtue and corruption Is 
not dangerously Imperfect, 
Tire case, as it would be argued, 
resembles that dealing with pub 
hcation of crime news. Here again, 
virtue Is not news. It is the usual 
thing. It appears to be crowded out 
only when crime n- ws becomes a 
reflection of unusually daring and 
threatening criminal power. Such h 
situation exists now. Should new s­ 
papers falsify the accounts to lull 
the people into a feeling of security 
when all the signs warn of danger? 
Newspapers deny It While they re 
tain conceptions of public service 
they must continue to deny it 
Congress U potentially the recip 
lent of popular admiration Without 
denying Dr Frankfurter's claim or 
its efficiency. It cannot expect ad­ 
miration under existing conditions 
There is too much evidence against 
It; there Is a unfavorable balance 
against virtue. Newspapers hope, as 
their readers do, that unceasing re 
iteration of the evidence may have, 
ultimately, the effect of restoring 
¡he balance. There still Is virtu**, 
out currently there is too much 
bungling and corruption to permit 
rittue its due.
